Computer  Ticket 
Handling  Offered

A computerized  system  of  ticket 
distribution  for  basketball  games 
was  presented  to  John  Hawkins, 
diairman  of  the  Student  Athletic 
Board,  Wednesday. 

The  proposal  was  made  by  a 
computer  systems  design  class  to 
‘remove  the  inequalities  in  the 
persent  method  and  eliminate  stu- 
dent time  wasted  in  line.” 

The  planned  arrangement  would 
give  every  student  an  equal  op- 
portunity for  tickets,  by  requiring 
every  student  wanting  to  attend 
a game  to  register  on  an  IBM 
card. 

PREFERENCE  LISTED 

Listing  every  game  of  the  sea- 
son in  order  of  preference,  the 
card  would  then  be  fed  into  an  IBM 
7040  cc.mpuLer  which  wou’d  rand- 
omly select  approximately  1800 
students.  Their  numbers  would  be 
printed  on  lists  that  would  be  made 
available  throughout  the  campus. 

The  computer  would  print  stubs 
divided  into  halves  that  correspond 
with  each  student’s  number  thus 
selected. 

PICK  UP  TICKETS 

Those  students  who  were  rand- 
omly chosen  to  attend  the  game 
would  then  pick  up  their  tickets 
before  a certain  deadline.  After 
that.  _pll  tickets  that  were  not  pick- 
ed up  would  be  dispersed  on  a first- 
come-first-served  basis. 


In  effect,  those  students  who  ob- 
tained stubs  would  be  getting  two 
tickets— one  half  for  themselves 
and  the  other  half  for  a date  or 
roommate. 

NEED  FUNDS 

Prof.  Norman  Wright,  teacher 
of  the  class,  feels  that  the  biggest 
problem  now  is  obtaining  money 
for  a trial  run.  “We  want  to  find 
out  if  the  basic  idea  is  feslible  for 
use  next  year.” 

“The  likelihood  that  a test  will 
be  run  is  high,”  add^  Hawkins, 
“although  it  won’t  take  place  until 
after  Christmas.” 

Upon  successful  completion  of 
the  test  run.  Student  Athletic  Board 
recommendation  is  necessary  for 
consideration  of  the  idea  by  the 
ASBYU  Assembly. 

CHEAPER  SYSTEM 

“The  Assembly  is  now  spending 
around  $200  per  season  for  ticket 
distribution.”  explain  Hawkins. 
“The  computer  could  do  it  for 
slightly  less.”  The  wdiole  season’s 
selection  could  be  made  in  about 
thirty  minutes. 

Spontaneously  generated  by  stu- 
dents and  adopted  as  a class  pro- 
ject. the  idea  for  the  C.A,T  (Com- 
puter Acquisition  of  Tickets)  sy- 
stem was  molded  by  a committee 
consisting  of  Phil  Edwards,  Norm 
Peterson  and  Don  West.  Other 
class  members  also  contributed. 

The  project  has  been  underway 
for  about  five  weeks.

FORUM  ARGUMENT 

Editor.  Daily  Universe: 

Lyle  Burnett  in  the  “pcHitical 
Forum  " makes  the  statement  that 
the  “federal  government  has  no 
legal  power  except  that  specin* 
cally  granted  ...  by  the  Constitu- 
tion." He  also  argues  that  the 
Tenth  Amendment  enables  the 
states,  but  not  the  federal  govern- 
ment. to  enact  social  legislation. 
To  illustrate  that  there  truly  is  a 
divergence  of  opinion  on  the 
moaning  of  the  Constitution  I 
would  like  to  dte  a few*  excerpts 
from  a letter  frmn  Joseph  Smith 
to  Senator  John  C.  Calhoun,  dated 
Januar>'  2,  1844  (sec  G.  Homer 


Durham.  Joseph  Smith,  Prophot- 
Statesman,  Salt  Lake  City.  1845, 
pp.  132-) 

“But  why— tell  me  why  are  all 
the  principal  men  held  up  for  pub- 
lic stations  to  cautiously  careful 
not  to  publi.<th  to  the  world  that 
they  will  judge  a rightoous  judge 
mont,  law  or  no  law?  for  laws  and 
(^nions,  like  the  vanes  of  steep- 
les. change  with  the  wind. 

“One  Congress  passes  a law, 
another  repeals  it:  and  one  states- 
man says  (hat  (he  Constitution 
means  this,  and  another  that,  and 
who  does  not  know  that  all  may 
be  wrong?  . . . 

“Why.  sir,  the  powers  not  dele- 
gated to  the  United  States  and  the 
States  belong  to  the  people,  and 
Cor^ess  sent  to  do  the  peoples' 
basiness  have  all  power  . . . and 
wlienever  that  body  passes  an  act 
...  ft  is  the  supmne  law  of  the 
land  . . .“ 

‘To  dose  I w’ould  admonish 
you  ...  to  read  In  the  Sth  section 
and  1st  article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  the  first, 
foureenth,  and  seventeenth  “sped- 
fic"  and  not  very  “limited  pow- 
ers" of  the  Federal  Government 
. . . and  God  will  raise  your  mind 
above  the  narrow  notion  that  the 
General  Government  has  no  pow- 
er. to  the  sublime  idea  that  Con- 
gress. with  President  as  Executor, 
Is  as  almighty  in  its  sphere  as 
Jehovah  is  in  his.” 

I realize  that  this  passage  is 
not  found  in  Newquist's  fine  book 
on  government  because  it  doesn’t 
prove  Newquist's  (or  Burnett's) 
personal  beliefs.  I would  recom- 
mend d>jective  students  also 
study  Article  VI  of  the  Constitu- 
tion which  declares  federal  law  to 
be  the  “supreme  law  of  the  land 
. . . anything  In  the  Constitution 
or  laws  of  any  state  to  the  con- 
trary notHithstandlng."

CAPE  KENNEDY  (UPI)-Am- 
erica’s  new  Trans-Pacific  Satellite 
obeyed  commands  from  earth  Wed- 
nesday and  drifted  slowly  to  its 
parking  spot  over  C3irislmas  is- 
land, where  it  will  keep  an  eye  on 
a third  of  the  world’s  weather  and 
serve  as  a radio-tv  relay. 

HAS  ONE  GOAL 

The  combination  Weather-Com- 
munications Moonlet,  called  an  .Ap- 
plications Technology  Satellite,  has 
one  goal— to  perform  various  types 
of  work  in  space  to  Help  its  suc- 
cessors better  serve  man  on  earth. 

At  the  22.300  mile  altitude,  the 
satellite’s  orbital  speed  matches 
earth’s  rotation  and  appears  sta- 
tionary over  earth.  It  is  a tricky 
orbit  reached  only  by  three  pre- 
vious American  spacecraft. 

From  this  vantage  point,  it  was 
expected  to  be  able  to  watch  one 
third  of  the  world’s  weather  con- 
stantly. ranging  from  the  east 
coast  of  the  United  States  to  mid- 
Australia  and  from  Canada’s  Hud- 
son Bay  to  southern  South  Amer- 
ica.

Joseph  (Chico-)  D’Amico,  27,  who 
had  served  a prison  sentence  for 
receiving  stolen  goods,  had  last 
been  seen  in  a night  spot  in  Bos- 
ton’s south  end  a few  hours  before 
he  was  slain. 

He  had  been  pleading  with  und- 
erworld figures  to  ‘‘straighten  the 
score”  with  hired  killers,  police 
sources  said. 

Police  said  the  death  car,  rent- 
ed Tuesday  in  Boston,  -was  driven 
by  James  Kearns,  28,  of  Boston. 
He  suffered  cuts  and  minor  injur- 
ies when  two  cars  pulled  alongside 
and  men  began  firing  into  his  car 
with  automatic  rifles. 

D’  Amico  died  of  two  bullet 
wounds  in  the  head,  medical  exa- 
miner Dr.  Michael  Lungo  said. 
The  blood-spattered  car  careened 
off  the  road  and  down  an  em- 
bankment. 

The  Car  sheared  a utility  pole 
before  landing  in  a swampy  area 
behind  the  drive-in  theater. 

ARRIVED  IN  MINUTES 

Police  arrived-  within  minutes 
and  found  Kearns,  whose  name 
wa^  among  70  listed  by  state  and 
local  police  as  underworld  figures 
to  be  kept  under  surveillance, 
slumped  behind  the  wheel,  a spoke- 
sman said.  D’Amico  was  next  to 
him. 

Kearns  was  in  fair  condition  at 
a hospital.  Police  said  there  were 
at  least  14  bullet  boles  in  the  death 
car.

The  car  ahead  of  it  came  to 
re.st  pointing  almost  straight  down, 
one  end  on  the  tracks,  the  other 
resting  half  on  a crumpled  white 
private  automobile  and  half  on  the 
ground. 

Tavern  owner  Booker  Childs  said 
he  heard  “A  clatter  like  someone 
knocked  over  a building  full  of  tin 
cans.”

Yorty  Feuds 


With  Kennedy 


The  diplomats  said  high-level 
diplomatic  missions  have  been 
sent  to  Hanoi  for  talks  with  Ho 
Minh  from  all  communist  na- 
tions except  Red  China  and  Alba- 
nia. 

The  .jurces  noted  that  the  coo- 
tac  .~  have  been  taking  place  be- 
hifid  a smokescreen  of  anii-Ameri- 
can  statements  from  Smiet  Pre- 
mier Alexin  Kosygin  during  his 
visit  to  France. 

Kosygin  ended  his  tour  of  the  pro- 
vinces today  and  returned  to  Paris. 
He  and  President  Chariei;  De  Gaul- 
le will  resume  their  talks  on  Thurs- 
day. 

Allied  diplomatic  sources  said 
Kosygin.  bt*fore  leaving  Moscow, 
had  intended  tu  tell  De  Gaulle  the 
Soviets  expect  France  to  press  for 
a negotiated  settlement  in  Viet 
Nam. 

Whether  in  fact  he  did  so  w'as 
not  immediately  apparent  since  De 
Gaulle  habitually  plays  his  diplo- 
matic cards  cIom  to  his  vest,  even 
with  his  own  adv'isers. 

POSITIVE  ROLE 

The  sources  said  if  Kosygin  had 
in  fact  made  such  a proposal  to 
Oe  Gaulle  k would  indicate  the 
Russians  want  France  to  play  a 
more  positive  role  in  arranging  a 
peace  settlement  and  the  halting 
of  American  bombing  of  North 
Viet  Nam. 

The  sources  said  Russia's  main 
aim  in  enlisting  French  support 
here  is  to  arrange  some  form  of 
contact  between  the  United  States 
and  North  Viet  Nam. 

The  North  V'ietnamese  have  so 
far  been  adamant  that  to  meet  the 
United  States  while  the  bombing 
continues  would  be  a “surrender” 
on  their  part. 

But  French  policy  In  Viet  Nam 
has  not  changed,  according  to  tA- 
ficial  sources.  President  De  GauHe 
maintains  that  the  Americans 
bombings  must  hall  First  and  with 
no  strings  ^tached. 

U.S.  officials  want  Hanoi  to  re- 
-spond  by  some  positive  gesture 
to  a ‘‘stop  the  bombing”  offer. 


LOS  ANGELES  (UPD-Mayor 
Samuel  W.  Yorty  said  Tuesday 
night  that  U.S.  Sen.  Robert  F. 
Kennedy's  prediction  that  riots 
would  resuH  if  poverty  funds  con- 
tinued to  be  cut  was  an  “invitation 
to  violence.” 

Yorty.  maverick  mayor  of  this 
third  largest  city  in  the  nation,  has 
been  feuding  with  Kennedy  since 
the  latter  criticized  him  during  a 
hearing  last  August  b>’  a U.S. 
Senate  subcommittee. 

At  a hearing.  Kennedy  accused 
Yorty  of  lack  of  leader^ip  and 
Buggested  he  was  doing  nothing  to 
help  improve  the  lot  of  persons  in 
depressed  areas. 

In  his  statement  Tuesday  night. 
Yorty  referred  to  the  hearing  and 
claimed  that  the  real  reason  for 
the  criticism  by  Kennedy  and  sub- 
cemmiltee  chairman  Abraham 
Kibicoff  was  that  he  had  atladted 
politicians  who  made  “it  a prac- 
tice to  compare  expenditures  for 
the  war  on  poverty  with  expendi- 
tures for  the  war  in  Viet  Nam.” 

Yorty  said  Kennedy  had  made’ 
such't  comparison  just  before  the’ 
mayor's  appearance  before  the  sub- 
committee and  again  made  the 
comparison  Tuesday.

As  TV  becomes 
more  institutionalized  like  the 
blackboard,  they  will  come  to  ac- 
cept TV  in  this  role.” 

Dr.  Poll  is  very  enthusiastic  over 
this  means  of  teaching  larger  and 
larger  groups.  He  becomes  quite 
animated  duhing  his  lecture,  al- 
though he  admits  he  becomes  “too 
deeply  involved  in  the  first  half 
and  has  to  ^eed  through  the  sec- 
ond half.” 

MR.  NOVAK? 

His  TV  exposure  brings  some  in- 
teresting student  reactions.  As  Dr. 
Poll  was  walking  across  the  quad 
one  morning,  he  was  accosted  with 
the  hearty  cry  from  one  of  his 
students:  “Hello  Mr.  Novak.” 

Although  Dr.  Poll’s  viewing  aud- 
ience may  be  smaller  than  Mr. 
Novak’s,  on-screen  he  is  approxi- 
mately twenty  limes  larger  than 
the  TV  personality.  Perhaps  this, 
and  his  significant  contribution  to- 
wards enlarging  student’s  horizons 
is  compensation  enough.
